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Defending 500cc World Cham- 
pion Eddie Lawson (Yam) won the 
Portugese round of the World 
Championship Road Race Series 
at Jarama, Spain, on Sunday. 
September 13. Lawson finished 
nine seconds ahead of runner-up 
Randy Mamola (Yam). Mamola's 
teammate Kevin Magee (Yam) 
reportedly was under team orders 
to let Mamola finish in front of him 
and he finished third, less than 
half of a second behind Mamola. 
Wayne Gardner (Hon) finished 
fourth, 19 seconds behind winner 
Lawson. With two rounds remain- 
ing, Gardner leads the point 
standings with 153 points, Mam- 
ola is second with 136, Lawson 
third with 130. Mike Baldwin 
(Yam) returned to action after 
having been sidelined most of the 
season due to injuries but pulled 
out of the 500cc GP after 10 laps. 





West Germany’s Anton Mang (Hon) 
won the Portugese 250cc GP and 
clinched his third World Champion- 
ship title in that class. Mang pre- 
viously won the title in 1980-81. For 
the first time this season, Fausto 
Gresini (Gar) didn’t win the 125cc 
GP. Gresini, who had won 10 
straight 125cc races and had already 
clinched the title, DNF and Paolo 
Casaoi (AGV) won at Jarama. 


The September 12 WERA/EBC 
Brakes National Road Race Endu- 
rance Series round at Pennsylva- 
nia’s Pocono International Race- 
way was won by Team Solmax 
(Yam). Solmax’s Scott Russell 
rode all but three of the team’s 
winning total of 101 laps. The 
race was scheduled for six hours 
but after the start was delayed by 
fog and heavy rain caused trea- 
cherous track conditions the race 
was cut to four hours. Team Bio- 
Soles (Suz) turned in 98 laps to 


finish second while Blackwater 
Racing (Suz) was third with 97 
laps. All three of the top teams 
in the series point standings 
crashed during the event. Team 
Suzuki (Suz) recovered from its 
crash to finish 17th overall and 
took over the points lead from 
Human Race Team, who finished 
20th overall despite crashing. 
Genesis Racing also crashed and 
finished 12th overall. Team 
Suzuki now has 791 points, 
Human Race Team 789, and 
Genesis Racing 748.

Speedway racer Sam Ermolenko 
of California suffered a broken 
ankle and a broken wrist in an 
international meeting at Vojens, 
Denmark, on Friday, September 
11. Ermolenko flew to London, 
England, on Monday, September 
14, to attend a hearing to answer 
charges for failing to submit to a 
drug test at a recent British 
speedway meeting. Ermolenko 
was found guilty of failing to 
undergo the test and for conduct 
injurious to speedway racing, and 
has been banned from competing 
in British races until December 
31, 1988. He was also fined 
approximately $550. The British 
control board said it will 
recommend the FIM and AMA 
impose a similar ban. Ermolenko 
has 14 days in which to file an 
appeal. Reached by phone a few 
hours after Monday’s hearing, 
Ermolenko said, "'It still hasn't hit 
me in the face yet. I'm sitting here 
with lawyers preparing an appeal. 
No one on the control board 
knows anything about the sport 
or me. | have never taken drugs. 
I know I'm innocent.” The hearing 
was conducted by the Royal 
Automobile Club, the governing 
body of all motorsports in 
England.

The Syracuse Mile, round 16 of the AMA/Camel Pro Series, was 
rained out for the second straight day on Sunday as storms continued 
to pass through upstate New York.

The final three dirt track 
Nationals take place in California 
the last two weeks in September and 
the first week in October, and I can 
count at least four riders who have 
a shot at the Number One plate. 

San Jose is the first of the three 
races and it will run on Sunday, 
September 20. Chandler has been the 
winner there the last two times out. 
Shobert is a four-time winner at San 
Jose and Ricky Graham has been 
home first on one occasion. 

Scotty Parker is also still in the 
hunt and even though he has never 
won San Jose, he has recorded a 
record five second place finishes. 

Let’s not give the title away before 
we at least run the San Jose Mile for 
the second and final time this year. 
For those of you who missed the final 
there last May, there was never a finer 
mile track finish. 

Three riders hit the finish line 
side-by-side and as the announcer I 
could not call the winner until I went 
trackside to the winner’s circle and 
got the results from the officials. It 
was the closest finish I've ever seen.

Motocross des Nations 


U.S.A. tops the world 
(again) at

Neither rain, nor knee-deep mud, nor the 
best motocross riders in the world could stop 
the United States team from capturing its 
seventh consecutive Motocross des Nations 


World Championship title at 
one of the world’s most 
demanding motocross tracks 


— the 1.1-mile Unadilla Valley 
Sports Center. Honda’s Rick John- 
son, Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward and 
Suzuki’s Bob Hannah managed to 
squeak ahead of the Dutch and 
Belgian teams in the less than ideal 
racing conditions at Unadilla. 

Rain played a major factor in this 
year's Motocross des Nations, which 
was held for the first time ever in 
the United States. The hilly course 
turned into a quagmire, giving what 
many thought was an advantage to 
the Europeans. But when it was all 
over, the U.S. prevailed with two 
points to spare over the Dutch team 
consisting of Dave Strijbos, Kees Van 
der Ven and John Van Den Berk. 
Third place fell to the Belgians with 
Marc Velkeneers, Erik Geboers and 
Georges Jobe; Germany and France 
rounded out the top five. Team 
U.S.A. totalled five points, Nether- 
lands seven and Belgium nine. 

Because of the rains and muddy 
track conditions, the decision to run 
a different race format came after 
practice. The original plan to run 
the 125, 250 and 500cc classes 


together in three motos, counting the 
best six scores of each country was 
discarded. Instead, a two-class, three- 
moto format was used. 

The first moto included the 125 
and 500cc riders, the second moto the 
125 and 250ccs, and the final moto 
the 250cc and 500ccs. Thus, riders 
would only have to race twice and 
there would be less racers on the track 
at one time. After completing all 
motos, the top four (out of a possible 
six) motos of each country were 
added, and the country with the 
lowest point total was declared the 
winner. 

The overall winner in the first 125/ 
500cc moto was 1987 500cc World 
Champion Jobe, while French rider 
Jean-Michel Bayle topped the 125cc 
race with a fifth overall. The next 
two motos. were aced by Johnson, 
while the 125cc and 500cc winners 
were Hannah and Van der Ven, 
respectively. 

“I had a bad feeling we weren’t 
going to pull it off because the 
European teams, like the Belgians, 
are so tough and such good mud 
riders,” Johnson said. “But our team 
pulled together really strong.” 

As Johnson put it, “we got off to 
a grim start.” After the first moto, 





things looked somewhat bleak for 
the U.S. team when both Ward and 
Hannah encountered problems 
while running up front. After the 
first moto, the U.S. team was in third 
place, three points behind both the 
Dutch and Belgians, but Johnson 
sparked the U.S.A team and the 
American crowd to life with the 
overall moto victory in heat two. 
Hannah, meanwhile, became the 
crowd favorite by topping the 125cc 
class with an incredible third overall. 

Going into the final moto, the U.S. 
team was tied for the lead with 
Belgium, but Johnson’s class victory 
was enough to capture the Motocross 
des Nations Championship. 

A steady downpour made the 
Unadilla course extremely difficult 
to ride, and with the Europeans 
known to be such strong mud-riders, 
it was felt by many observers that this 
would be the year the U.S.’s win 
streak would come to an end. 

“The mud is going to make it a 
lot more even,” said Ward after 
practice. “If the track was dry, hard 
and hot we would be superior. With 
the mud, it’s an even ball game. 
Whoever gets the holeshot is going 
to be right up there.” 

Great Britain's Rob Herring said, 
“Tt will give the Europeans a better 
chance, and itll make the racing a 
lot closer. Yesterday (Saturday) 
during practice, the track was the 
best I’ve ever ridden on — it was 
magic. It’s a pity the rain spoiled it 
a bit.” 

“The Europeans have been riding 
in the mud all year,” said Johnson. 
“That'll make it a little more even, 
because we haven’t had that much 
mud.” | 

U.S.A. team manager Roger De- 
Coster said, “All we have to do is ride 
the best we can and pretty much ride 
our own race. The key is not to give 
up; it’s going to be a survival race. 
It’s now more open to more people 
being able to do good.” 

Unlike normal FIM-sanctioned 
races, the riders’ starting positions at 
Unadilla were determined by a 
drawing instead of lowest lap times 
during practice. One drawing was 
used. . 

Ward was lined up on the inside 
for the first moto while Hannah was 
a few bikes outside of him. When 
the gate dropped for the start, 
however, it was KIT M-mounted 
Van der Ven stealing the holeshot 
ahead of Finland’s Kurt Ljungqvist 
and Canada’s Doug Hoover. Han- 
nah and his 125cc Suzuki was fourth, 
while Bayle and Jobe followed. Ward 
was midpack. 

“One or two guys beat me to the 
first turn,” said Ward, “and my 
goggles got caked with mud. They 
also got knocked down below my 
nose and I couldn’t get them up, so 
I had to take them off right there.” 

“I used low gear, jumped out, did 
some good shifts and I cut to the 
inside while everybody went wide,” 
said Hannah. A few turns later, 
however, Hannah was passed by 
Bayle, and then finished the first lap 
nearly at the back of the pack. 

“T got barely bumped going up 
Screw-U (a steep downhill/uphill 
section), said Hannah. “I had to 
shut off just for a second near the 
top, and that’s all it took. I just 
stopped. I kept it running and tried 
to jump off the bike and push it over 
the top, but it was like stepping in 
glue. I couldn’t even move in the 
mud. So I just turned around and 
went back down.” 

But Hannah's problems weren't 
through yet. 

"As I headed back up at the 
bottom,” said Hannah, “a guy on 
a 500 kind off shot off me in the berm, 
and I didn't even get halfway up 
before I had to turn around and come

back up again. It took a full start 
to get back up that hill. It wasn’t 
a lot of fun.” 

A lap later, Hannah was running 
15th overall. ‘‘After that, it was wide 
open ’til the end.” 

A few riders went down in the first 
turn of the opening moto, one of 
which was Swedish rider Leif Pers- 
son. He was running at the back of 
the pack, and riding in a lot of pain. 
In the first turn crash, a rider had 
run over Persson’s neck; he finished 
the moto in 30th but was later taken 
to the hospital for observation. 

By the end of lap two, nearly six 
minutes into the 30-minute-plus- 
two-laps moto, Ljungqvist had 
taken over the lead from Van der Ven, 
Bayle, Jobe, Britain’s Kurt Nicoll 
and Ward. Velkeneers was ninth. 

By this point, all the riders and 
number plates were completely 
covered in mud, with many riders 
already tossing away their goggles, 
including Ward. 

A lap later, Van der Ven had 
overtaken Ljungqvist, while Jobe 
and Ward closed the gap. Ward was 
pressuring Jobe and passed the 
World Champion and then Ljunq- 
vist before losing the front wheel in 
the mud. 

“I fell over in a berm,” said Ward. 
“The front wheel just disappeared. 
The suction in the mud was so bad, 
I couldn’t get the front wheel out of 
the mud.” Ward picked back up in 
third behind Jobe. Ljungqvist had 
dropped back to fourth. 

As the race progressed, Hannah 
took over fourth in the 125cc class 
behind Bayle, Strijbos and Velke- 
neers. Up front Van der Ven and Jobe 
began putting on a show that kept 
the crowd, estimated at 22,000, on its 
feet. The two riders battled back and 
fourth, passing each other lap after 
lap. 

“We passed each other several 
times,” said Jobe. “It was great, but 
I was completely wet. My pants were 
very wet and I was slipping off the 
back of my seat everytime I opened 
the throttle, especially on the hills.” 

Jobe managed to hold on and nip 
Van der Venat the finish. Third went 
to Ward followed by Ljungqvist and 
first 125, Bayle. Strijbos was sixth 
followed by Germany’s Dietmar 
Lacher (500cc), Velkeneers and 
Hannah. 

Immediately following the moto, 
talk circulated through the paddock 
about riders being protested for 
riding outside some of the banners.

conditions, but some of the riders 
were riding beside the track where 
you could be riding inside of it. So 
I brought it up to the jury people 
so they will do something about it 
in the second heat. There isn’t much 
we can do as far as the first heat, 
because just about everybody went 
off the track sometime.” There was 
no official protest filed. 

A little more than an hour later, 
the 125s were back out on the track, 
along with the 250cc riders, who were 
seeing battle for the first time. 





At the start, it was Van Den Berk 


blasting into the lead ahead of Italy’s 


Michele Rinaldi, Johnson, Ger- 
many’s Roland Diepold (500cc), 1987 
250cc World Champion Geboers, 
Strijbos, Herring and Italy’s Corrado 
Maddii (125cc). - 

Heading into Screw-U during the 
second lap, Johnson made his move 
and darted past Van Den Berk for 
the lead, while Geboers snuck into 
third, dropping Rinaldi to fourth. At 
this point, Hannah had moved into 
fifth (first 125cc), while Strijbos, 
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A big crowd turned out for the MX des Nations at Unadilla despite the 
inclement weather; chants of U.S.A., U.S.A. filtered through the crowd. 


Maddii, Diepold and Bayle chased. 
Shortly after, though, Strijbos got 
crossed up in the mud and crashed. 
He quickly regrouped and crashed 
again shortly after, breaking off his 
clutch lever. This put the Dutchman 
out of contention and all but ruined 
the Netherlands hopes for the title. 
At the 11l-minute mark, Johnson 
had developed a sizable lead over Van 


Den Berk, who was busy trying to 
keep Geboers at bay. 

Bayle was on the move and 
repassed Hannah, but a lap later he 
pulled off to the side of the track with 
a bent shift lever. Bayle received 
assistance outside the designated 
work area and was later disqualified 
from the moto. | 

When Bayle pulled his illegal stop,

Hannah took over control of fourth 
with a huge margin over Maddii and 
Bayle. At the 17-minute point, 
Hannah had reeled in a fading Van 
Den Berk, who had just been passed 
by Geboers, making the top five 
Johnson, Geboers, Hannah, Van 
Den Berk and Maddii. 

The last 10 minutes of the race saw 
Johnson enjoy a comfortable lead 
over Geboers. Maddii, however, was 
gaining on Hannah, despite what 
Hannah’s pit board read. “It read 
plus 20, plus 22 seconds,” said 
Hannah, “but I knew that was 
wrong. They didn’t see Maddii. 
Those guys weren’t slowing up 
behind me; they weren’t acting like 
I lapped them, so I just kept going.” 

By this time, British riders Herring 
and Kurt Nicoll had dropped out 
with seized motors in their Yamahas. 
“Mud got packed in the radiators and 
they seized,” said Nicoll. “It started 
seizing up about the seventh lap, 
then it let go about four laps from 
the finish.”’ 

Johnson went on to win, giving 
the U.S. team a big morale boost. 
Geboers took second, despite crash- 
ing three laps from the finish, ahead 
of Hannah, who barely finished in 
front of Maddii. Velkeneers, Ger- 
many’s Arto Panttila (125cc), Van 
Den Berk, Diepold and France’s 
Yannick Kervella followed. 

Hannah’s second moto 125cc class 
win gave him the 125cc overall. “I 
had it pinned the whole way,” said 
Hannah. “I didn't have any choice 
but to just go. I wanted to get a big 
lead in case I fell; you could fall and 
lose 30 seconds in a heartbeat. 

“On all the uphills, I took it easy 
at the bottom and made sure I made 
it. On the flats, I let 'er hang out 
a little bit. The bike never missed 
a beat, and th@ suspension was 
unbelievable to where I could just 
push it,” he said. 

Hannah’s win was an important 
one for him, especially with all the 
controversy surrounding his selec- 
tion over 125cc National Champion 
Micky Dymond. Many thought it 
should have been Dymond riding in 
the MX des Nations instead of 
Hannah. “I wanted to go, Suzuki 
wanted me to go and I got picked 
to go,” said Hannah, “but nobody 
was happy about me being in the 
125cc class. The pressure was on me 
to do a good job, or I would get bad 
mouthed. 

“But I was thinking out there,” 






said Hannah jokingly, “ “You know, 
Micky Dymond, you owe me dinner 
for you not being here, because, man, 
you wouldn’t like this out here.’ I 
was getting mud thrown in my face 
all day.” 

“Today,” continued Hannah, “I 
didn’t want to get beat, because I’m 
not here for me. There’re three of us 
here and the pressure is on. I can’t 
just go out there and say, ‘well, I hurt 
my leg, I hurt my ankle’ and give 
up. You have to keep going no 
matter what. There was no time 
playing around.” 

Everything was on the line for the 
start of the third and final moto. It 
was the 250/500cc heat, and to clinch 
the title for the U.S., either Johnson 
or Ward had to win their class. But 
when the gate dropped, it was Van 
der Ven jamming into the lead 
followed by Johnson, Geboers, Van 
Den Berk, Nicoll and Ward. 

In the first turn, Johnson, and 
Ward almost collided. “We touched 
each other,” said Johnson, “but Jeff 
let me go by down the straight. I 
looked over at him and he backed 
off and sucked in behind me. Then 
a 500cc rider, I think it was Jobe, 
passed Ward and almost took me out. 
I’m thankful Jeff let me by — that’s 
good teamwork.” 

"I let Rick by,” said Ward. “I knew 
he had just raced, so I wanted to 
follow his lines.” 

In the next couple of turns, Ward 
was running sixth behind Van der 
Ven, Johnson, Geboers, Van Der 
Berk and Nicoll. On the same lap, 
Jobe ended Belgium’s hopes for the 
title when he went off the course and 
got banners wrapped around his rear 
wheel. 

“The banners got caught in my 
wheel and the rear brake wouldn’t 
work,” said Jobe. “I stopped and my 
mechanic tried to get it out but it 
didn’t work.” 

The unscheduled stop put Jobe far 
back in the pack. 

Geboers was having problems 
himself. He fell in the mud during 
the second lap, and eventually fell 
a couple of more times before the race 
was through. “I just kept crashing,” 
said Geboers. 

At this point, six minutes into the 
race, Ward was on the move, and 
Johnson was cruising out in front. 
Ward set out after, and passed Nicoll 
and Van Den Berk, then began 
reeling in Van der Ven. 

Late in the race, near the 25- 
minute point, Ward had gained 
noticeably on Van der Ven and was 
searching for a line around the KTM 
rider in the thick and slimy mud. 
Although Ward got close, he could 
never launch a serious attack against 
the Dutchman, especially on the last 
lap when Ward crashed. 

Well in command of the lead, three 
laps from the finish, Johnson pulled 
into the mechanics’ area. “I stopped 
to tell my mechanic (Brian Lunniss) 
that I wanted a new pair of goggles 
for the next lap, but he didn’t have 
any. I figured I had two laps to go, 
anyway, so it didn’t matter. 

Goggleless, Johnson crossed the 
finish line cleanly ahead of Van der 
Ven (first 500cc), Ward (second 
500cc), Nicoll, Van Den Berk (second 
250cc) and Geboers. 

“Tt feels great to win,” said John- 
son. “I didn’t want to make any 
mistakes. The next 250 was a ways 
back, and Van der Ven was up there, 
too. Roger (DeCoster) told me if they 
(Van der Ven and Van Den Berk) get 
two firsts, they could win the overall, 
so I didn’t want either one of them 
in front of me.” 

“This win has to peak right up 
there with winning my first National 
at Carlsbad (California) and win- 
ning my first National Champion- 
ship in 1984,” said Johnson. "This

is something I can tell stories about 
when I’m an old man.” 

“Those guys (Europeans) could’ve 
won it just as easily as we did,” said 
Ward. “It was all up to the last moto. 
I've been in that situation before. We 
had to win.” 

“T’m disappointed,” said Geboers. 
“I didn’t ride too good in the second 
heat. I had a good start, and then 
I had to throw my goggles, but it 
was the same for everyone. Then I 
crashed; I kept on crashing. I was 
quite good if I was on the bike. I’m 
disappointed.” 


“I think we were a bit unlucky 
today,” said Jobe. “I won the first 
heat and Erik was second in his first 
heat. We were equal in points after 
the second moto, and if we had a 
good race in the third heat, we 
could’ve won. We showed that we 
can go fast, that we are able to win.” 

“That’s racing,” continued Jobe. 
“We finished third and I guess that's 
better than last.” a

Desert racer turned 


- pavement pilot

If variety 1s the spice of life, then California 
motorcyclist Duane Summers 1s a pretty hot 
tamale. In the world of motorcycle racing, 
where everyone is a specialist and riders 


spend years honing their 
talents to a razor’s edge, 22- 
year-old Summers is busy 
breaking all the rules. 


In just a few short years, the young 
rider has made a name for himself 
in desert racing, switched to enduro 
riding long enough to grab a gold 
medal at last year’s ISDE in Italy, 
and now he’s at it again, making yet 
another switch — this time into the 
high pressure world of road racing. 


With the Cagiva factory backing 


him all the way, Summers looks to 


be as successful in his road racing 
career as he has been in everything 


else. Less than six months after he 
sat on a street bike for the first time, 
the young racer from Torrance, 
California, has already started to 
climb through the ranks in the AMA 
Pro Twins Road Race Series and has 
finished second im the La Carrera 
Road Race in Mexico. And this, he 
said, is just the beginning. 

“Where do I want to go?” asked 
Summers. “Well, I guess that I'll be 
aiming for a World Championship 
in road racing some time in the 
future, but for now I think a 
National Championship would be 


in order in the next couple of years.” 

While that may sound wildly 
optimistic to many would-be racers, 
Summers and the Cagiva factory are 
dead set on making it a reality. 
Summers is hard at work learning 
the skills it will take to hold his own 
on the circuit and Cagiva is hard at 
work too, producing a new bike that 
they hope will.carry their protege to 
victory in the AMA National Super- 
bike Series. 

‘Cagiva is developing a new 
engine for a new bike. They want 
to get involved in superbike racing,’ 
Summers explained. “They figure 
they can nurture me and teach me 
to ride and that by the time the bike 
is ready I'll be mature enough to ride 
it. We’ve got a partnership gomg 
here and together we're going to 
make it to the top.” 

Where did this new fish in the road 
racing pond come from, and what 
does it take to get the sort of break 
that he is getting from Cagiva? To 
find out, we visited the up-and- 
coming young road racer at Cagiva’s 
American headquarters in Gardena, 
California, where Summers works 
full time as a technical. service 
representative. 


The first thing you notice about 
Summers is his quiet, almost shy 
manner — off the race track he 1s 
neither bold nor aggressive. Then 
you notice his build. At five-feet, 
seven-inches tall and weighing in at 
140 pounds, Cagiva’s boy wonder is 
not going to give Hulk Hogan much 
of a run for his money. But when 
you look at his track record in all 
forms of motorcycle racing, Duane 
Summers obviously has something 
going for him. It takes more than

luck to get where this young man 
already has been. 

Summers’ motorcycling career 
started when he was seven years old, 
with a Honda 50cc mini trail bike 
that he shared with three sisters. 

‘Dad used to race in the desert so 
the family would go out camping 
every weekend,” said Summers, “and 
it was just natural that we learned 
to ride. Dad let me race from the time 
I was about 11, and, looking back, 
I have to say I respect my father a

lot for the way he did things. He just 
let me do what I wanted. If I wanted 
to ride, I would, and if I didn’t want 
to ride it was up to me. He never 
pushed me, but he made me fix the 
bike and that taught me a lot. 

“At first it was just fun, but when 
I was about 16 I started to get serious. 
I started working to get my expert 
Stripe in desert racing and that was 
when I got competitive.” 

According to Summers, getting to 
the top took a lot of hard work. 


«I'm not a natural rider,” he ex- 
plained. “I don't have any natural 
talent at all. I had to develop it. It 
took me three, four or five years to 
get up into the top 10 in the desert. 
It's hard to say why anyone is better 
than anyone else on a bike. All I 
know is that my skill is more hard 
work than natural ability.” 

You would find few desert racers 
who would agree with Summers’ “no 
talent” opinion of his abilities. 
Concentrating on the 125cc division,

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Summers quickly made a name for 
himself ud attracted Cagiva 's atten- 
tion in late 1983. 

“I was at a trade show with a 
motorcycle shop and I was intro- 
duced to the Cagiva people. I went 
and tested a bike for them and I did 
well enough that they gave me a bike 
each year and things just got better 
from there,” he said. 

“Better,” in Summers case, trans- 
lated to a complete domination of 
desert racing’s 125cc division. 
Summers and his Cagiva took the 
125cc honors at Whiskey Pete's 
World Championship Hare and 
Hound three years in a row, won all 
but one round of the AMA National 
Hare & Hound Series in 1986, teamed 
with John Rudder to win the 125cc 
division at SCORE's Baja 500 and 
Mojave 250 in 1985 and 1986, and 
the Baja 1000 in 1986, and walked 
away from the competition in almost 
every southern California AMA/ 
District 37 desert race he entered. ` 

Why stick to the 125cc class? Why 
not go for the overall win? 

“That was really the company s 
decision,” Summers explained. 
“The 125cc was the best motorcycle 
we had at the time and it was also 
the hardest class to break into 
because it’s so competitive. Cagiva 
wanted to concentrate their racing 
efforts there, so that’s where I rode. 

“I was very happy with my bikes,” 
the desert champ said. “I think our 
125cc desert bike is one of the best 
around. They’re very competitive 
and they always worked well for me. 

'"There's a big difference between 
Cagiva's racing effort and everyone 
else's too,” said Summers. “We run 
basically stock bikes. We don’t have 
big racing programs that spend lots 
of money making works parts. We 
race what we sell — production 
bikes. That’s the company’s theory, 
and I think it's fairer to the public. 
There’s no point in having a bike 
that'll win everything if the average 
guy can’t buy one. It’s like false 
advertising. But with Cagiva, you 
could go to your local dealer and buy 
exactly the same bike that I won on 


in the dirt or on the pavement. To 
me, that’s important.” 

Summers’ involvement with Cag- 
iva switched from weekend racing to 
a full-time job at the factory’s Los 
Angeles headquarters just before his 
ISDE debut. 

“T was really getting involved with 
them a lot, working with the bikes 
and getting a lot of knowledge about 
the bikes too, so they offered me a 
job. It was a small company at the 
time (in the United States) and it was 
hard for them to hire someone, so 
I really feel lucky to be here. 

“I work in the service depart- 
ment,” Summers said. ‘I _handle 
warranty claims and I work with 
dealer relations, troubleshooting 
problems with them. It’s a great job. 
I like the people I work with and 
I think I have a good future with 
the company.” 

Summers made his first big career 
change in 1986 when he picked up 
a position on the USA’s ISDE team 
which competed at the International 
Six-Day Enduro in Italy. 

“Last year’s ISDE was the first one 
after the Cagiva/Husky merger and 
it was going to be in Italy, sò we 
thought it would give me a good 
opportunity to go through our 
factory there and to. show the bikes 
off here in the States,” said Summers. 
“Td never ridden an enduro before 
in my life and I knew nothing about 
timing or anything. I knew I'd make 
a few mistakes but I thought Pd 
manage somehow.” 


And manage he did — not only 


to make the team, but also to win 
one of the event’s coveted gold 
medals. 

“I got a gold medal, but I finished 
16th in my class and I wasn't too 
happy about that,” Summers said. 
“I was riding a Cagiva 125cc and had 
worked my way up to third in class 
and was doing really well, but as a 
rookie I lost my head a little bit and 
made a mistake. I started too early 
— missed my starting time by two 
seconds and got penalized. It was on 
the fourth day with only a few tests 
left and I had to work my way back 
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up from 60th. I got up to 16th and 
got a gold medal, which I'd say is 
one of my biggest accomplishments, 
but I was pretty disappointed about 
it, overall. 

“It was a great experience though 
and I really enjoyed myself. Every- 
thing about it is pretty positive and 
going to foreign countries and 
competing against different people 
is really exciting.” 

Summers said his moye into road 
racing came about by accident. 

“The road racing idea came up 
when our mechanics were preparing 


a bike,” he said. “We were just sitting 
out at the back of the shop and I 
tried one of the bikes. I'd never done 
that before. I'd never even sat on a 
street bike before. Then someone 
suggested going to Keith Code's 
California Superbike School, so I 
went there and I was fairly interested 


In it. I thought I could be good at 


it, so I talked to the company. I said 
I'd like to try road racing and they 
said that if I wanted to do it, it was 
okay with them. And everything just 
took off from there.” 


Summers made his debut on the 
road race circuit at Riverside, Cali- 
fornia, in December of 1986, riding 
an Alazzura SS 650cc Twin. 

"I had a pretty difficult time at 
first,” he said, looking back to his 
early rides. “I’m really not a natural 
rider so it’s something I need to learn 
and work at, and it seemed so 
different when I started. Pd never 
even ridden a street bike before I 
started, so it was pretty tough, but 
I'm already starting to get it together. 
It's new and exciting and I want to 


"do it. 


"I really did it the hard way at 
first,” he said. “I did most of my first 
races at Willow Springs and that's 
supposed to be the second-fastest 
track in the country. I was a little 
nervous about the speed in the 
beginning but it’s really like any 
other type of racing. You just get 
aggressive and start racing, and once 
you're going you don’t really think 
about it. I’m starting to calm down 
a lot now and I'm already progress- 
ing. I was on two minutes when I 
first started and since then I’ve got 
down as far as a 1:37 at Willow, and 
on a stock bike that's not bad. 

Just a few short months have 
passed since Summers began his new 
career, but he already has done well 
in National Pro Twins competition, 
scoring sixth overall at Laguna Seca 
Raceway in July, taking 10th place 
at Mid-Ohio in early August, and 


finishing 15th at Sears Point in late 
August. He also has worked his way 
up to second overall in the 750cc 
Twin class at the local club leyel in 
southern California. 

But, said Summers, his most 
important finish on a road bike to 
date was in April’s La Carrera Road 
Race, held in Baja, Mexico. Riding 
a 750cc Ducati Twin, the young rider 
completed the Ensenada-to-San 
Felipe course just 100th-of-a-mile 
behind winner Geoff McCarthy, to 
grab second overall in his first shot 
at Mexico’s Highway 3. 

“I battled all the way with the guy 
that won it,” Summers said, “and I 
was riding a stock bike. I was leading 
going into the very last section and 
the guy drafted in behind me and 
got me right at the end. It was my 
first time at the ‘race and with no 
experience it was a little crazy. I 


ended with an average speed of, 


108.74 mph. 
Despite the impressive times 


Summers is already showing, the 


newcomer’s career has had its downs 
as well as its ups. 

“Tve already crashed once,” said 
Summers frankly. “It was at the 
Firebird Raceway in Phoenix (Ariz- 
ona) a couple of months ago and it 
was a pretty big one. I was probably 
doing a good 90 or 100 mph. I was 
going into a big turn at the end of 
the straight and I was really leaned 
over, and the tires gave way. They 
just slid out and I fell back on my 
rear end behind the bike and slid 
across the track and into the dirt. 


"When you hit the ground it feels 
like you go faster and you hear 
everything just grinding away while 
you re sliding. It’s not too much fun. 
I was okay at the end of it but my 
new leathers are all torn up and we'd 
just painted the bike before I did it.” 

But, for Summers, even the darkest 
cloud had a silver lining. 

“It’s not all bad,” he said. "They 
say that after you have your first 
crash you get faster — that until that 
happens, you don’t really know your 
limitations. And it wasn’t really very 
dangerous. Most of the crashes on 
the track are like that — just sliding 
out with the tires giving way. The 
ones you have to be careful of are 


when you highside it and the bike ' 


chases you down. Those are the ones 
that hurt you.” 

If you listen to Summers long 
enough, you find yourself believing 
it’s easy to make the radical change 
from desert cowboy to road race 
pilot. 


.. them. it's a great job.” 
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“I think anyone, really, could 
make the transition,” he said. “If 
you're a good racer and you have 
talent, there’s no reason why you 
can’t turn that talent to another form 
of racing. You already know how to 
control the motorcycle and all that 
stuff, so there's no reason why you 
can’t do it. It’s really no big deal. 
I think a more difficult thing would 
be for a road racer to come out and 
do something else — like race in the 
desert. Now that would be something 
to see. 

“From what I’ve learned so far, I 
can see there’s so much more than 
just riding the bike, too. You really 
have to know the tracks and the bikes 
and a big part of the game is getting 
the bike to run right. It’s a lot more 
technical than I imagined. It’s more 
than just getting on the bike and 
going fast.” 

Despite his change to pavement, 
Summers admits that he will always 
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rience. Going to foreign coun- 


tries and competing against dif- 


ferent people is really exciting.” 


have a soft spot for off-road bikes. 

“My heart is always with the desert 
bikes and I'll still do the dirt bikes 
for fun,” he said. “I enjoyed myself 
whenever I rode them, but the road 
racing has got me on a balancing 
beam now. When I look at my (road 
racing) bike or go ride it, I get 
interested in it so it’s difficult for me 
right now, but I’m sure that that’s 
the direction I want to head. Road 
racing is a lot of fun.” 

And Summers pulls no punches 
about the financial side of his change 


of tack. s RNS 
"Money-wise I would definitely 


have to say road racing is where it’s 
at. The guys like the Lawsons and 
the Spencers made so much money 
it’s not even real. There are millions 
to be made out there — just look at 
Kenny Roberts,” he said. 

Summers’ main concentration is 
on competing in the National Pro 
Twins Series. 

“The emphasis is on the twins at 
the moment,” said Summers, “but 


‘I race everything else that I can for 


the experience and the track time. I 
race a Ducati 750 F1 in the twins races 
— it’s the company’s production 
model of a race bike. It’s not street 
legal but it’s production, so anyone 
can buy one and we sell a lot of 
those.” 

I’m learning to ride a twin because 
that’s what the company’s new bike 
is going to be,” Summers said. 
"They're working on a new, four- 
valve-per-cylinder twin. They're 
trying to get it into production by 
1988/1989 and they’ll want to com- 
pete in the superbikes with it. 
They’re hoping I can be available by 
then and hopefully be good enough. 
Its pretty unusual — they're build- 
ing a bike and a racer along with 
T ias 

Cagiva’s unusual attitude has 
earned them a very loyal employee. 

‘T1 be staying with Cagiva. I have 
a very strong future with them,”’ said 
Summers. “We are a team here and 
I'm growing with them every day. 
We are making an investment in each 
other, working to be the best we can. 
And together we’re going to go right 
to the very top.” ©

Vance & Hines does it

For the second consecutive year, Team 
Vance & Hines won the WERA 24-Hour 
West Endurance race at Willow Springs 
International Raceway, again setting a new 


distance record. Team riders 
Dennis Smith, Steve Cardillo, 
Nick Ienatsch, Peter Carroll, 
Mitch Boehm, David Zirkle 


and Richard Moore averaged 89.8 
mph on their Suzuki GSXR750 to 
complete 862 laps of the 2.5-mile 


circuit, for a total of 2155 miles. This. 


betters their 1986 mark of 2085 miles. 

Team Hyper-Cycle turned in a 
come-from-behind second place 
finish after dicing for the lead with 
Team Suzuki early on, then suffering 
through a flat ure and a blown 
motor. Despite losing 36 laps while 


replacing the engine, team members 
Carry Andrew, Jeff Herzog, James 
Domay, and Scott Russell worked 
their way back up to finish 15 laps 
down at the finish. 

Genesis Racing finished third 
overall, first in the Heavyweight 
Production class, after swapping the 
lead with Vance & Hines throughout 
the night. Brake problems led to a 
crash, but riders Ken Welty, Mark 
Heiser, Tony DeSimone, Jim Tri- 
bou, Kevin Rentzell, and Mike 
Murphy brought it home 17 laps 
behind second place Hyper-Cycle. 

Defending series champions 


Team Suzuki had a miserable week- 
end. Two-time AMA Superbike 
Champion Wes Cooley made his 
return to National Championship 
racing, joining Russ Paulk, Thomas 
Stevens, and Jeff James on the team’s 
potent Suzuki GSXR1100. Although 
they led from the start, problems 
with the motor and the quick-change 
front wheel setup forced them out 
of the race. 

Twenty-nine teams lined up for 
the start, which got underway at 1:06 
p.m, Saturday. Team Suzuki's Stev- 
ens got the holeshot, followed by 
Hyper-Cycle, Genesis, Hoe, Vance & 
Hines, K&D, Lightning Express, 
McMoon, Underdog, and Jim Wil- 
liams Racing. By the third lap, Team 
Hoe had put their Suzuki GSXR1100 
past the Yamaha FZR1000 of Genesis 
Racing for third place. Jim Williams 
Racing put on a strong showing by 
running in the top 10 on a Honda 
CB600 Hurricane. The team of 
R.A.T.S. (Riders’ Advanced Train- 
ing School) instructors, with Kevin 
Erion aboard, had their BMW K100 
out of the top 10, but they would 
not be held back for long. 

Stevens, who finished second in 
points to Doug Polen in the inaug- 
ural AMA Supersport Series, turned 
1:32 lap umes, and was into lapped 
riders by the fifth circuit; impressive, 
considering he’d never been to 
Willow Springs before Friday. About 
Stevens, team captain John Ulrich 
commented, He's 2l-years-old and 
the next Kevin Schwantz.” 





The first casualty of the race came 
on lap 12, when the Bartel’s Harley- 
Davidson 1200 was pushed back to 
the pits with a broken camshaft. 
AMA Pro Twins rider Tom Sharp 
took advantage of the race’s first 
DNF, seizing the opportunity to ride 
the team’s other entry — a Kawasaki 
EX500. 

At the 45-minute mark, Stevens 
put a lap on last year’s winners, 
Vance & Hines, by riding around the 
outside of fifth placed Moore in fast, 
right-hand, turn nine. Moments later 
he lapped Team Hoe, then Genesis 
Racing down the backstretch 
between turns six and seven. At this 
point, Hyper-Cycle’s Suzuki 
GSXR1100 was the only other bike 
on the lead lap, trailing Team Suzuki 
by 18 seconds. 

Nearing the end of the first hour, 
the Team Suzuki entry started sput- 
tering low on fuel. They pitted a few 
laps later; the first of the leaders to 
do so. AMA Pro Twins racer Russell 
Paulk took over the riding duties. 

Shoei/ Michelin/Kal-Gard/Mit- 
chell Wheel-sponsored Hyper-Cycle 
momentarily assumed the lead, but 
relinquished it when they pitted 
some 10 minutes later. Genesis, too, 
came in for fuel, sending out rider 
Tony DeSimone. 

Team Vance & Hines was running 
a virtually stock Suzuki GSXR750, 
with the exception of a pipe and jet 
kit, and was getting the best mileage 
of the Heavyweight machines. Car- 
roll took over the controls when they 
pitted, some 20 minutes later. 

Vance & Hines Team Captain 
Dennis Smith said that their strategy 
was to ''let the rabbits run,” 
although he was initially surprised 
at just how fast Team Suzuki and 


Hyper-Cycle were going. He relied 


on safe, consistent riding and good 
fuel "economy in the hope that the 
race would come around to them at 
the end. 

Team Suzuki had another plan, as 
Ulrich explained, “You’ve got to 
understand, going into this race, we 
didn’t have to be here. They only 
count your best nine finishes out of 
15; this is our 10th race. Knowing 
that, we went into this race wanting 
to go about 2250 miles, so we brought 
a motor that was a little bit hotter 
than normal.” 

During the second hour, three- 
time AMA Superbike Champion Reg 
Pridmore had the R.A.T:S. BMW up 
to eighth overall. He handed the bike 
back to Kevin Erion to start the third 
hour. 

Atabout this time, Team Silverstar 
was spotted pushing their Suzuki 
GSXR750 back from turn nine, out 
of gas. They would return to action 
shortly. 





The third hour of racing saw a rash 
of crashes. First, Top Gun Racing 
dropped their Kawasaki 250 Ninja; 
then Lightning Express and K&D 
Racing each crashed their Suzuki 
GSXR1100s in turn three during 
separate incidents. 

Sport Video International- 
sponsored Lightning Express lost 20 
minutes making repairs, then an 
additional five awaiting technical 
‘inspection. They rejoined the race to 
eventually finish seventh overall. 

At the end of the third hour, 
Hyper-Cycle pitted with a flat rear 
Michelin on their Suzuki 
GSXR1100. Team Suzuki took 
advantage of this situation to put 
Hyper-Cycle a lap down. They re- 
entered the competition in eighth 
position. 

Bad luck then struck Bartel's 
second entry as their Kawasaki 
EX500 went down in turn six. They 
remounted, however, to finish 
second in the Lightweight class. 

Silverstar crashed in turn two, but 
continued on for fifth overall, second 
in Heavyweight Production. 

Romance Racing had a tough 
time, replacing the motor during the 
fourth hour, knocking a fist-sized 
hole in the engine cases. The team 
usually competes in the AMA/CCS 
Endurance Series, but were doing 
this race “‘just for fun.” 

“It doesn’t seem like a lot of fun 
now,” said Jeff Herzog, who was 
riding with road-rashed hands from 
an accident at Sears Point the pre- 
vious weekend. 

Team Suzuki’s chance at victory 
disappeared when the engine started 
making noises during the fifth hour. 
Stevens brought it in for a one hour 
and 20 minute motor change. The 
problem was later diagnosed as a 
connecting rod that had stretched, 
causing a piston to make contact 
with the cylinder head. 

With Teams Suzuki and Hyper- 
Cycle fighting back from long pit 
stops; Vance & Hines inherited the 
lead. They were followed by Team 
Hoe, but not for long, as Hoe later 
threw a rod, ending their race. 

With Hoe out, Genesis moved into 
second behind Vance & Hines. The 
_ two teams were never more than five 
laps apart throughout the night. 

Cooley and Jeff James shared the 
night stint on the Michelin-shod 
Suzuki. Cooley is now healed from 
his dreadful Sears Point crash of two 
years ago, and gave a masterful 
exhibition of riding. Despite once 
running off the track in turn six, he 
turned lap times of 1:31; faster than 


anyone had gone up to that point. 


“There’s a little life left in the old 
man after all,” Cooley said. “The 
biggest problem I found is that there 
is such a wide difference in speeds 
during the race. A lot of guys that 
aren’t familiar with themselves 
bunch up, so instead of having to 
go by one or two of them, you have 
to pass four or five at a time.” 

While running sixth at 4:00 a.m., 
Team Suzuki had another long stop. 
Apparently the front axle, which 
threads directly into the fork leg, 
picked up a burr while being 
removed. When the axle was rein- 
stalled with an air ratchet, it stripped 
out the threads. Replacing the fork 
leg took 50 minutes, and with Cooley 
exhausted from standing around 
with his helmet on, the decision was 
made to retire from the race. 

“The only thing we were accomp- 
lishing was burning up gas and 
tires,” said Ulrich. 

During the early morning hours, 
first place Vance & Hines had brake 


problems which forced them to stop. 
They lost six minutes, coming out 
of the pits in second place, but on 
the same lap as new leaders Genesis 
Racing. 





Some time later, Genesis pitted for 
tires, allowing Vance & Hines to 
sneak past. At 6:30 a.m., Rentzell 
crashed the Kayo/Yokohama/ 
D.I.D /G.S./Arai/Spectro/White 
Bros./AICS/Wayne Cycle Yamaha- 
sponsored FZR1000 of Genesis Rac- 
ing in turn three. According to team 
owner Ken Welty, “He grabbed the 
brakes and there was nothing there.” 
The machine came to rest upside- 
down, forcing Genesis to complete 
the race without a fairing. Rentzell 
was later seen sporting a neck brace 
and elbow bandages, but was not 
badly hurt. 

With the last of their serious 
challengers in the pits, Team Vance 
& Hines motored away to the finish. 
Ienatsch tied last year’s mileage 
record with 45 minutes remaining 
and he handed off to Dennis Smith, 
who took the checkered flag with an 
upraised fist. 

For Vance & Hines Motorcycle 
Center of Torrance owner Dennis 
Smith, it was his third consecutive 
victory. His shop, formerly called 
Cycle Tune, won this race in 1985. 
In the winner's circle, he praised the 
Pirelli Demon street tires that they 
used, and thanked Bates Leathers, 
Klotz racing fuel, Fram/Autolite, 
Dyno-jet, and RK Chain. 

Team Hyper-Cycle blamed scor- 
ing errors for their second place 
showing. Turning 1:30s during the 
morning hours, they had the fastest 
bike on the track. There was just 
enough time lęft to make up their 
16-lap deficit. Unfortunately, WERA 
officials had them listed as 18 laps 
down. Unable to change WERA's 
mind, they decided to back off and 
cruise to the finish. 

Genesis Racing took third overall, 
and first in Heavyweight Produc- 
tion. Their Yamaha FZR1000 would 
need a lot of repairs before next 
week’s race in Pocono, Pennsylva- 
nia. Ken Welty' s method of dealing 
with the problem is to “not get much 
sleep between now and then.” 

Jim Williams Racing finished an 
inspiring fourth overall, and first in 
the Middleweight Superbike class. 
The Honda CB600 Hurricane that 
they rode was the same one that Jim 
Jepsen broke his leg on during the 
Sears Point AMA Supersport 
National the previous weekend. 

Jim Williams said, “We had some 
down time; threw a chain off. John 
Ulrich and the Suzuki guys gave us 
a chain and saved us because we 
didn’t have a spare.” Jim Williams 
Racing set a new Middleweight 
mileage mark of 247.5 miles.

Scott Gray won round four of the Formula 
USA Unlimited Motorcycle Grand Prix 
Series at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. The Yoshimura Suzuki rider also 


set a new Superbike lap record 
of 1:27.1. The previous record 
of 1:27.4 was set by Wayne 
Rainey on the factory Kawa- 
saki GPz750 during his 1983 AMA 


Superbike Championship-winning 
season. 

Gray parked his usual Formula 
USA mount, the Yoshimura Suzuki 
1100 Tornado, when he was unable 
to set the suspension to his liking.

had earned the pole position for the 
previous weekend 's Sears Point AMA 
National. 

The series returned to Willow 
Springs after a three-month vacation 
to avoid the hot desert summer. 
Defending Champion Earl Roloff 
got the holeshot on his “Coors Silver 
Bullet” Yamaha FZR1000, but he 
was overtaken by Gray on the 
approach to the uphill, left-hand 
turn three. James Domay took third, 
with Jim Vreeke, Jeff Stern, Robert 
Reinen, and David Emde close 
behind. Calvin Rayborn III, sixth 
overall in the 1987 AMA 250cc Grand 
Prix points standings, was trying his 
hand at Open class racing, and had 
his Yamaha FZR1000 into eighth 
place. He was trailed by Carry 
Andrew on the Team Hyper-Cycle 
Suzuki GSXR1100; both bike and 
rider had just finished the 24-Hour 
Endurance race.

shod. Suzuki into right-hand turn 
four harder than anyone else. His 
second lap time was 1:27.81. By the 
end of lap three, he had a front 
straightaway lead, and clocked a 
1:27.6 at 102.7 mph. 

Both Reinen and Emde got past 
fifth place Stern during the third lap, 
and set their sights on fourth place 
Vreeke. A lap later, 840cc Yamaha 
FZ-mounted Emde passed Suzuki 
GSXR1100 rider Reinen for fifth past 
the start/finish line. The 1977 AMA 
Formula Two Champion Emde then 
passed the Yamaha FZ750 of Vreeke 
for fourth place during lap five. 

By the end of the fifth lap, Domay, 

who is healing well after his Laguna 
Seca crash, was hot on the heels of 
second place Roloff. Yoshimura/ 
Michelin ICRT/Dr. John’s Frame 
Shop-sponsored Domay put his 
Suzuki GSXR750 right on Roloff's 
back fender in high-speed turn nine, 
but Roloff stretched his advantage 
down the straight. 
„ On lap seven, the “Battle of the’ 
Beers” continued as Vreeke put his 
“Budweiser Eagle’’ past Emde’s 
“Miller American.” Emde, however, 
repassed Vreeke before the end of the 
lap. 

Domay, who had ridden for Team 
Hyper-Cycle in the 24-hour, was 
holding up well, and began to really 
put the pressure on Roloff. Domay 
pulled alongside for the dash to the 
flag, but Dunlop/Cycle Racer/Fox 
Shox/Dynojet-sponsored Roloff 
took second by a wheel length. 
Vreeke snuck past Emde at the finish 
line for fourth. Reinen took sixth, 
Stern seventh, Adams eighth, Ray- 
born ninth, and Andrew 10th. 

Winner Gray finished 12 seconds 
ahead of Roloff. In the winner's 
circle, Gray explained that he 
stopped receiving “‘plus five,” so he 
kept pushing hard thinking Roloff 
was right behind him. Gray won 
$1000 for his efforts, and now moves 
up in the point standings, just erght 
points shy of leader Roloff. 

Second place Roloff, when asked 
why he didn’t use ““The Terminator" 
(his 1986 championship-winning 
Kawasaki 1000 Ninja), replied, 
‘Because it-wouldn’t have gone any 
faster.” He called 24-year-old Domay 
“one of the better up and coming 
riders.” Roloff won $750, and 
thanked Yamaha’s Tim Norton and 
his mechanic Kevin Thompson for 
their help. l 

Domay won $500 and moved into 
third in the points. About Roloff, he 
said, “I thought I could sneak 
around the outside, but he was going 
too fast.” ©

Russ Darnell’s Motocross School 








Learning the finer 


points of motocross

There are many motocross schools through- 
out the country but very few, if any, are 
as extensive as the Russ Darnell Motocross 
Schools’ Seven Day Advanced Camp. If a 


rider is committed to improv- 
ing his motocross racing skills, 
Russ Darnell is ready to help. 
Darnell has been conducting 


his school since 1969. He is commit- 
ted to the sport of motocross and to 
helping riders improve their skills, 
determination and safety conscious- 
ness. 

Darnell’s schools are comprehen- 
sive courses on improving riding and 
racing skills. He offers four different 
classes; one-day private lessons, two- 
day motocross schools, a four-day 
motocross training camp and the 
seven-day advanced camp. In each of 
the schools, riders provide their own 
motorcycles, parts, fuel and safety 
equipment. Riders of all skill levels 
are welcome to attend any of the 
lessons. 

The one-day private lesson 1s by 
appointment only and just the 
student and Darnell spend the day 
at the track working on whatever the 
student wants. The six-hour seminar 
costs $400. 

Darnell’s two-day school attracts 
the most riders. It is a complete, 
comprehensive instruction program 
of motocross techniques. For the 
two-day school, as well as the four- 
day school, Darnell usually travels 
around the country, and sometimes 
the world, stopping at local tracks 


to conduct the course. The class is 
usually held on weekends and during 
school holidays and costs $100 per 
rider. 

The four-day training camp con- 
sists of a daily exercise program, five 
hours of on-bike technique training 
and daily time trials in which riders 
race against the clock to check their 
lap time improvement. Darnell 
claims that the average improvement 
is 5-10 seconds per lap. This class 
costs $200 per rider. 

Riders learn more than just riding 
techniques at the seven-day advanced 
camp. For one week, the students 
actually live the life of a professional 
racer. The class begins on Monday 
and ends with races on Saturday and 
Sunday. The class is limited to five 
students who stay at Darnell’s spa- 
cious home in Canyon Lake, located 
in southern California. 

Each day Darnell transports the 
students and their bikes to a local 
race track where they study a differ- 
ent section of a course and are 
videotaped in action. After studying 
and riding over certain sections of 
track throughout the day, the stu- 
dents participate in a 40-minute 
moto. This “race” is used for con- 
ditioning, and Darnell times each 
student every lap and records the lap 
times so students can later see their 
time improvements. Each night, the 











videotape of the day’s action is 
reviewed, and during the viewing 
further instruction is given. 

When not riding, students learn 
about bike preparation and main- 
tainence (along with the proper use 
of tools), mental attitude, physical 
‘conditioning, obtaining sponsors, 
‘and proper nutrition. Darnell really 
“stresses the importance of condition- 
ing and proper nutrition at this 
camp. The $995 price tag includes 
food and lodging, transportation, 
track entries, use of gym and work- 
shop, all training, entries for the two 
days of racing, a copy of the video- 
cassette, and products from his 
sponsors, Kawasaki, Yokohama, 
Spectro, Shoei, Smith Goggles and 
Tackla Racing Products. Darnell 
schedules these camps nine months 
in advance, and said each class 
usually fills up at least four months 
in advance. | 

Before he raced motocross, Darnell 
competed in just about every other 
form of motorcycle racing. When 
motocross began to catch on in 
America, Darnell focused all his 
energy into the new sport and 
eventually earned a factory ride in 
Europe. Darnell began teaching his 
motocross schools in 1969 when he 
returned to the United States after 
racing the European Grand Prix 
circuit as a factory Husqvarna rider. 

“I had a different style so people 
started asking me for lessons,” he 
said. Darnell began giving one-day 
classes, usually held the day before 
a race. That first year Darnell taught 
just eight classes; his schedule has 
expanded to nearly 60 classes this 
year. 





There are things to be learned by 
every rider, regardless of skill level, 
according to Darnell. 

“The novice has 10 seconds to take 
off of lap times,” said Darnell. “The 
top pros don’t. You have to take off 
tenths of a second and a coach can 
teach somebody into minute 
improvements. There’s always room 
for improvement.” 

Although there are no real coaches 
employed by the factories today, 
Darnell believes that some day they 
will be common. 

“The top pros don’t see the value 
of having a coach. But it’s like other 
sports, such as downhill skiing, golf 
and tennis — everyone (in those 
sports) employs a pro,” said Darnell. 
“There is so much to know that one 
rider can’t know it all. Therefore you 
need the experience of a seasoned 
rider.” | 

Darnell said he is instructing more 
riders at the professional level. When 


Australian Jeff Leisk, a Yamaha 
factory rider, wanted to improve his 
skills so he could compete with the 
fastest American riders, he went to 
Darnell. Other factory riders Darnell 
said he has taught include George 
Holland, Erik Kehoe, Jim Holley, 
Keith Bowen and former Supercross 
Champion Mike Bell. Darnell also 
has instructed several European 
champions. 

Recently we joined Darnell on the 
second day of his seven-day advanced 
camp. His five students were 


beginner and novice level riders.’ 


Two were South Americans from 
Brazil, one was from Seattle, 
Washington, and the group was 
rounded out by two southern Cal- 
ifornians who had already been 
through his shorter schools. 

We arrived just in time for break- 
fast, which consisted of bacon, 
pancakes, a protein milkshake and 
vitamins. The students had already 
done their morning workouts in the 
gym. During the course of the school, 
the students work on a weight 
program in which each rider has to 
lift a total of 1000 times his body 
weight by the end of the week. The 
conditioning helps to prepare them 
not only for riding, but also for the 
mini-triathalon Darnell holds on the 
fifth day. 

Next, everyone helped load up the 
trailer, then we all climbed into 
Darnell’s motorhome and headed to 
Glen Helen QHV Park in San 
Bernardino, California. After 
unloading and dressing in riding 
gear, Darnell led the group through 
a series of stretching exercises. Then 
everyone took to the track, where we 
rode a few laps to warm up, followed 
by five laps around the course 
standing up. 

When we were finished with the 
warm-up, everyone gathered at the 
motorhome and Darnell used a 
student’s bike to demonstrate how to 
properly set up suspension. He not 
only showed everyone the way to 
properly set preload and damping 
adjustments, but also explained the 
function of each adjustment and how 
it would work out on the track. 

Following our mechanical lesson, 
it was back out to the track for a 
three-lap timed practice session. The 
times taken would later be used as 
a comparison for the 40-minute 
moto. When this session was done, 
it was time for Darnell to work with 
us on a specific part of the track. 

Cornering was discussed the pre- 
vious day and that is where he began 
the day’s lesson. Darnell first walked 
through a corner, explaining brak- 
ing points and body positioning. He 
pointed out the best lines through 
the turn and why they were the best 
places to ride. He then hopped on 
his bike and showed us what he had 
just taught, going through the 
corner slowly so each student could 
observe his technique. When he was 
finished, it was our turn, and we rode 
many passes through the corner. 
Darnell stood at the turn’s exit and 
would shout or give hand signals for 
suggestions. If a student really blew 
it, as we did several times, Darnell 
would stop him, explain what he was 
doing wrong and suggest ways to 
correct the technique. 

After cornering for a while it was 
time for lunch. Darnell’s wife Sherri, 
who helps out in all aspects of the 
school, provided us with sandwiches. 
While eating, Darnell stressed the 
importance of nutrition and eating 
the right foods. There was a short 
break after lunch in which some 
students went back out on the track 
while others rested in the shade. 
Darnell was kept busy repairing a 
broken brake pedal. 

The next topic to be discussed was 
tabletop and double jumps. Once

again Darnell lectured, then demon- 
strated. There were no real double 
jumps on the track we practiced on, 
but Darnell has come up with a safe 
way to create them for practicing. On 
the far side of the tabletop, or after 
any jump, Darnell would set up a 
piece of plastic PVC pipe propped 
up on some track markers. If a 
student failed to clear the “double” 
the pipe would get knocked off its 
stand instead of the rider crashing. 
We made many passes at the practice 
jump, then combined a corner and 
jump and made more circuits over 
the section. 

By the time we had finished this 
last exercise it was relatively late in 
the afternoon, so after a brief rest we 
began the 40-minute moto. This 
turned out to be one of the hardest 
parts of the day since most of us 
weren t in shape to ride 40 minutes 
non-stop. But this was where we 
found that Darnell’s instructions 
really do work. 

After falling a few times, and after 
fatigue began to set in, we felt really 
sloppy. We began missing lines and 
generally started to hate the ride. 
‘Then we began to follow Darnell’s 
instructions and started to ride much 
more smoothly. By studying the lap 
times that Darnell kept throughout 
the moto, we were later able to see 
the improvement. 

When we completed the moto, 
everyone was beat. Darnell helped 
load all the bikes, then we left. We 
were all pretty quiet and tired, so 
Darnell gave a little speech on the 
importance of conditioning and how 
it would help us get through long 
motos while making us stronger in 
shorter ones. 

Back at the house, Darnell fixed 
dinner (he cooks breakfast and 
dinner while Sherri prepares lunch) 


while the students unloaded and 
washed their bikes. After dinner it 
was time to work on the bikes, or 
to get in some weight lifting. 

The day concluded with a screen- 
ing of the videotape. Everyone 
gathered around the television and 
watched the action, while Darnell 
made comments and suggestions 
about what we were seeing on the 
screen. By watching the tape, riders 
not only learned from watching their 
own mistakes or improvements, but 
also from watching those of the other 
students. 

If you can’t attend one of Darnell’s 
schools, you can still benefit from 
his lessons through video. Darnell is 
about to complete his Russ Darnell 
Motocross School Training/Coach- 
ing Videotape and it should be 
available through dealers or from 
Darnell in time for Christmas. 

The next seven-day camp will be 
held December 28 through January 
3 at Darnell’s new location, not far 
from his present Canyon Lake home. 
There should be at least one practice 
track on the premises, possibly two, 
depending on just when Darnell 
moves in to his new home and the 
amount of time and money he will 
have to build the tracks. Three 
entries to the seven-day camp were 
still available as of September 14. 
There are also several two-day 
schools scheduled September 19-20 at 
Hollister in northern California, 
October 31-November | at Glen 
Helen and December 21-22 at 
DeAnza Cycle Park in southern 
California. Private lessons are also 
sull available by appointment.

We mean 
to take points away. The checks are 
placed so the riders will carry their 
points.” 

Sunday morning all eyes were on 
the sky; it had rained during the 
night and it was still an angry deep 
purple. The riders had visions of the 
North River, which they would cross 
several times in the first section, 
flowing over their handlebars. The 
visions were close, and on occasion 
the water level was just below the 
gas tank, but the major obstacle was 
the wet grass in the open pastures 
and the slick downhills. 

“I didn’t have any trouble with the 
river,” said Fredette. “The water was 
deep but the bottoms were always 
hard. I fell down several times on 
the trails and that was a concern to 
me because I had shipped my bike 
to Poland for the ISDE, but worse, 
I also sent all my spare parts ahead, 
so if I broke anything today, I 
wouldn’t be able to replace it.” 

“At the noon gas,” said Fredette, 
“Kevin (Hines) had me by only a 
minute and I thought that was pretty 
good because I wasn’t pushing it that 
hard. I didn’t want to take a chance 
on getting hurt this close to the 
ISDE. But then I zeroed a bunch of 
checks and was feeling good so I 
cranked it up a notch. Then I passed 
TC (Terry Cunningham) in the last 
section and I knew I was doing all 
right so I cranked it up another 
notch.” 


Surprise entry Cunningham, rid- 
ing a Cagiva 125, finished fourth 
overall, nine points off the pace with 
a score of 52. This was Cunningh- 
am’s first National enduro since 
fracturing his right femur at Burr 
Oak in May. “The club did a great 
job of lay-out and the organization 
was one of the best,” said Cun- 
ningham. “I had a good day and I 
felt I rode pretty good. I was on the 
minute ahead of Fredette and he 
caught and passed me in the last long 
section and just steadily pulled away. 
I watched him for quite awhile and 
that was the best I have ever seen 
Fredette ride.” 

Team KTM’s Hines, a minute 
behind Fredette on 33, wasn’t too 
happy with his ride. “I got caught 
in some barbed wire in the morning 
loop,” said Hines. “I’m still not sure 
how it happened but the wire caught 
my front brake lever and caused me 
to dump on the downhill side. The 
bike fell on top of me and I couldn’t 
get out. I don’t know why but those 
things are always happening to me. 
It was a tough ride and I rode terribly. 
But, I finished ahead of Bertram, I 
may have lost this battle but I’m 
winning the war.’ 

Team Husqvarna’s Dave Bertram 
also had problems in the morning 
loop and came in from the first loop 
with a score of 14. “I did a big 
number and lost my headlight, and 
front fender, and a few points in the 
first section,” said Bertram. “I was 
a little shook-up for a few miles and 
didn’t realize until too late that my 
score card was taped to the front 
fender. So I had to take a 10% penalty. 
That dropped me from third overall 
to seventh. And the luck of the draw 
hurt some, I was on minute 21 which 
meant I was breaking trail.” 

Jeff Russell put his Team Hus 
varna 430 through the 71.8 mile 
morning loop with a 13 minute loss 
and finished the day with a score of 
51 that was good for third overall. 

Team Husqvarna s Four-Stroke 
entry Jeff Irwin, after powering a big 
510 through the course with only a 
56 point loss, said, “This was one 
of the best events I ve ridden this year. 
They had almost everything — 
woods, hills and water, but what 
impressed me were a couple of steep 
off-camber hills. They were in the 
tight woods, and the face of the hill 
was covered with this shale rock and 
the rain had made it slick. The only 
way it could have been worse would 
have been to try and ride it with a 
street tire (ISDE ecology). I also hit 
a rock and fell down in the water 





one time. It was on the throttle side 
where the air box is but I picked it 
up right away and got away with it. 
It was a good run, but tough.” 

Kelly Getz, riding a Bike Barn 
Can-Am 250 AEO, dropped 54 route 
marks to win the High Point A 
trophy. “I had a good ride,” said 
Getz, 'but I burned the fourth check 
and the last 30 miles was all trail 
with four late checks. They got us 
behind and just kept us there unul 
the end. I can look back now and 
see where I could have shaved 10 


points, but you can always look back _ 


and see how you could have done 
better.” 

Steve Sulzberger and Harvey 
Whipple on Kawasaki KDX200s in 
the 200cc A class were in a dead heat 
until the last section where Whipple 
fell victim to a pair of flat tires and 
dropped five points more than 
Sulzberger. 

Dana Koenig picked up the third 
place trophy in the 200 A class riding 
a Kawasaki KX80. Koenig has caused 
quite a stir in District 23 where he 
leads the Masters class for the season 
with his big wheel 80. “Almost 
everyone asks me, ‘How do you ride 
that little thing in the woods, ” said 
Koenig. “They don’t realize how easy 
it is to handle a little machine on 
tight trails. I eat those big machines 
up in the woods, it’s the open stuff 
` where I’m down on power that I get 

behind.” 

Chuck Cannon, winner of the 
Open A class on a Husqvarna 430 
Automatic, wasn’t down on ‘power, 
but he was down on air in the front 
tire when he came in at the end of 
the first loop. “I don't know why I 
even bother to fix flats,” lamented 
Cannon. “I’ve always got a flat tire. 
Well, I’m not going to fix this one. 
There are so many rocks it would 
just go flat again, besides it’s so slick 
I can’t tell if it’s flat or not.” 

Willard Root and John Menssen 
finished one-two in the Super Senior 
class after Menssen drowned out 
during the second loop of the first 
section. “I drowned out at the same 
spot twice,” said Menssen. “Once in 
the morning and again this 
afternoon.” 

Mark Martin was elevated to the 
A ranks when he guided his Honda 
CR250 into the last check with a 42 
point loss and won the High Point 
B trophy. 

Cynthia Lindgren rode a Kawa- 
saki KX250 into the winner’s circle 
with a score of 513 and won the 
Women’s class. When asked how her 
husband who also rode did, Cynthia 
said, “You mean whats his name? 
I know it sounds terrible but I don’t 
know.” (He broke on the first loop, 
Cynthia.) e

AMA National Hare & Hound Championship 
Series: Round 7 


Smith edges Thompson 
in Colorado H&H

| It was touch and go all the way tor 
Husqvarna’s Dan Smith, who overcame 105 
miles of fast-paced terrain and some tough 


local competition to take the win in the 
"24 Colorado National Hare & Hound, held near Craig. 











Another Colorado rider, Jim 
Thompson, took second overall. 





The Team Husky ace battled 


with southern California, 
AMA. District 37 rival Paul Krause 
in the early running, then went head- 
to-head in the later stages of the race 
with Colorado’s Jim Thompson. 

“There was someone right behind 
me the whole time so I was on the 
gas all the way,” said Smith after 
powering in to take the win just 49 
seconds ahead of Honda-mounted 
Thompson. “There wasn’t any time 
to mess around out there.” 

Smith’s win, his third in the series, 
padded his point lead and all but 
sewed up his bid for the National 
Hare & Hound Championship. The 
Visalia, California, racer only has to 
finish in the final two rounds to 
claim his second consecutive title. 

‘Coors Extra Gold’s Jeff Miller 
claimed a wire-to-wire win in the 
125cc Expert class, adding enough 
points to his season total to wrap up 
the small-bore National title with 
two rounds remaining. 

The race marked the first time the 
National series had visited Craig, a 


small town about 250 miles northw- 
est of Denver, and the event caused 
numerous headaches for local organ- 
izers. Thousands of dollars were 
needed for archaeological studies 
along the course route and organizers 
had to team up with the AMA to 
defend their use permit in court just 
one week before the event. 

The competition. was, placed in 
jeopardy when two local ranchers 
filed a preliminary injunction to 
block the race, citing potential 
damage to grazing areas on public 
lands where the event was held. ‘The 
AMA Government Relations Depart- 
ment stepped in with less than 48 
hours notice, hired an attorney, and 
convinced U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard P. Matsch that the race 
should be held as scheduled. Matsch, 
who ruled to disallow the injunction 
during hearings in late August, said 
he felt the Bureau of Land Manage- . 
ment would properly oversee the 
event; the BLM turned out in force 
at the race. 

The Coors/KRAI Radio/Little 
Snake M.C.-sponsored event went 
on, and judging from welcome signs 
all over town, the hospitality party 
put on by local merchants and the 
many local spectators at the race, it 
was obvious that Craig was behind 
the event 100 percent. 

The banner dropped promptly at 
9:00 a.m. The first wave of Experts 
powered off the line, across the 
brush-covered starting area and 
dropped into the first sand wash. 
Smith sliced in front of Honda 
privateer Krause to take the lead 
going into the wash, but the two 
series frontrunners were running 
side by side as the course headed into 
the hills. Thompson and Las Vegas 
entry Scott Morris, aboard a 250cc 
Husqvarna, were not far behind. 

Southern California’s Darin 
Cartwright, riding a YZ250, grabbed 
the lead in the second wave one 
minute later, while Miller launched 
an all-out attack on arch-rival Kevin 
Case in the 125cc division. 

The Smith/Krause battle con- 
tinued throughout the first half of 
loop one. The District 37 hotshots 
ran side by side on the wide-open 
road sections, played tag through the 
pine trees and diced it out in the 
tight, twisty washes. | 

"(The course) was pretty fast but 
I understand they had to use all 
existing roads and trails,” Smith 
said. “The washes were the hardest 
part. They were really ught and you 
didn’t go more than 50 feet without 
making a 90° or 180° turn.” 

Krause was hard on Smith's heels 
as they raced toward the end of the 
first loop but his luck ran out just 
short of check three at the 47-mile 
mark, 

“T ran out of gas and it was 
downhill all the way from there,” 
said Krause, who is sponsored by 
Hallman/Escondido Honda/Shoei/ 
Answer/Smith/Metzler/Clark 
Tanks/Spectro/Renthal. “I started 
to pick up again but the chain came 
off about half-way round the second 
loop and broke the cases. I had a good 
chance going into this race, but with 
only two races left, winning the 
championship is a real long shot 
now.” 

With Krause falling back, Smith 
started to relax but his time off did 
not last long. 

“I thought I had a pretty decent 
lead in the wash, but when I got to 
the alternate pit (at check three), this 
guy (Thompson) was right on my 
butt and they told me to get on the 
gas,” said Smith. “You should've 
seen me coming in to the end of the 
loop. I did the best bail-off in a 
waterhole you'll ever see. I had to 
dodge a guy who'd got his bike stuck 
riding backwards on the course and 





I went off a drop and hit a lake! It 
must've been five feet deep. The bike 
stopped dead, spat me over the 
handlebars and I went waterskiing 
on my back.” 

Despite his aquatic maneuvers, 
Smith was still out in front of the 
field as he swept through home check 
but with the hard-charging Thomp- 
son just six seconds behind, there was 
no time to spare as he led the way 
into loop two. 

Krause was just over a minute back 
in third overall, with Team Husky's 
Garth Sweetland recovering from an 
early spill to work his way up to 
fourth. Cartwright was still out in 
front of the 250cc Division in fifth 
overall, with 250cc point leader Scott 
Morris and Husqvarna-mounted 
Daryl Folks not far behind. 

The 125cc lead was in the hands 
of Idaho's Miller, aboard a Honda, 
who had opened up more than five 
minutes on his nearest competition. 
Steve Pitts had a narrow lead over 
Veteran class rival Dan Dawson in 
the time-adjusted standings. 

The racers did battle with each 
other and with the 7000 foot eleva- 
tion in loop two, which bqasted 41 
miles of fast-paced trails and chal- 
lening, second-gear sand washes. 

Smith was pushing hard through- 
out the second loop, wringing every 
last ounce of power out of his big 
430cc Husky in an attempt to open 
some distance between himself and 
the tenacious Thompson. Further 
back in the pack, Krause had run into 
chain problems and a promising run 
by Morris was slowed by a fouled 
plug. 

As the frontrunners cleared the 
halfway point in the loop, local 
hotshot John Bruckbauer, riding a 
Honda, launched his bid for the lead 
from back in eighth overall and was 
soon climbing up through the ranks 
to dice it out with Cartwright for the 
number one position in the 250cc 
class. 

Smith still held the lead as he 
sprinted through the final 10 miles

The night mile at Sacramento will 
be the final National for 1987 and 
Saturday night, October 3, is when 
the lights go on and off for the final 
time this year. 

The Sacramento Mile is in fact the 
longest mile run each year, it’s really 
longer than a true mile while many 
of the others are right on, or short 
of the magic distance. 

Chris Carr came out of the chute 
up there last spring and ran away 
with the final, winning for the first 
and last time this year on the mile 
ovals. It was one of those nights 
when everything was perfect for both 
rider and machine. Every top rider 
has at least one of those during his 
racing career. The lucky ones have 
two. 

Parker, Shobert and Graham have 
all been winners here. Chandler has 
come close on occasion. Like San 
Jose, Bubba has knocked this one off 
a record four times. 

This event will mark the final 
appearance for Honda and their 
factory racing effort in dirt track. In 
the few short years they have been 
involved, their winning ways at San 
Jose, Ascot and Sacramento have 
combined for a total of 15 National 
victories. 

The final three events also have 
something else going. How many 
times will Shobert win? After the first 
National in September, the Spring- 
field Mile, he was only two wins 
behind Kenny Roberts on the all- 
time list and nine behind leader, Jay 
Springsteen, who has won 40 
National wins. 

A couple of years ago I predicted 
that Bubba Shobert was the only 
rider that would have a shot at 
Springsteen s record and I still feel 
the same at present but it will be in 
1988 when he makes his final move. 
Jay's last win came late in 1985 and 
the 40 total wins came over an 11 
season span. Shobert has become a 
challenger after six seasons of 
winning. 

It is good to once again have the 
title going down to the final events. 
Last year Shobert wrapped it up 
before the final western swing. But 
fans cannot complain too much as 
for many years “Title Time’’, has 
been either at San Jose, Ascot or 
Sacramento.

Only four other riders have 
ever done that before - Joe Leonard, 
Carroll Resweber (who won four 
titles), Bart Markel and Jay Spring- 
steen. Remember also that Shobert 
missed by a single point back in 1984 
- 1t appears he has been mad ever 
since and making up for lost time 
and a single point. 

For Graham it would be a fine 
comeback effort and also his third 
win. He is unique in that he won 
it once before as a privateer and once 
as a factory rider and he is again a 
privateer. 

Chandler and Parker have never 
won the title. Scotty has been as high 
as second with Doug claiming a third 
place finish.. 

The final foursome have a lot of 
balance, all are mile winners and all 


are half mile winners. The last trio’ 


of events will guarantee a fitting 
climax to another fine year of dirt 
track racing at the National level.

Kawasaki rider Bader Manneh, via a 5-1 
tally, scored the 125cc Pro class overall 
victory during the opening round of the 
Trans-Cal Series at Glen Helen Raceway. 


Manneh edged Jeff Matiase- 
vich and Ty Davis, who topped 
the first moto, in the overall 
standings. Other Pro class win- 


ners were Willie Surratt in the 250s 
and Willy Simons in the 500s. Rex 
Staten clobbered the Vet Pro class 
winning both motos. 

The event drew more than 740 
riders requiring a total of 66 motos 
to be run on one track, but time ran 
out and three classes could not run 
their second moto when the sun set 
and darkness prevailed. Even cutting 
the amount of laps down during the 
second round of motos didn’t com- 
pletely work. 

“Basically what happened was a 
lot more riders came out to the series 
than we anticipated,” said CMC 
president Stu Peters. “We ran a 
survey on the 1985 and '86 Trans- 
Cals and. today we had about 160 
more riders than we had in either 
one of those years. Consequently, it 
threw us off on our scheduling of 
today’s event.” 

In the first 125cc Pro moto Davis 


_ jammed to the lead and never looked 


back. He was trailed by Manneh, 
Cagiva rider Mike Young, Honda 
rider Kyle Lewis and Matisevich, 
who was hot on the trail of Lewis. 

Lap after lap, there was still no 
change. Finally, on the fifth lap, 
Matiasevich made his move on Lewis 
to take control of fourth. Still on the 
move, Matiasevich snuck up on 
Young, got him, and continued on 
after Manneh, who was a distant 
second behind Davis. With two.laps 
left, Matiasevich stalked Manneh 
until the last lap was nearly 
completed. 

On the last turn from the finish 
Manneh just cruised in and 
unknowngly let Matiasevich catch 
up and pass him inches from the 
finish. Matiasevich soared through 
the air and stole second place from 
Manneh.

With Manneh out in front the race 
was beginning to come to a close. 
On the seventh lap, Young running 
fourth got out of shape in a rough 
part of the track and went down. He 
surrendered his position to Kied- 
| rowski and this moved up Davis to 
fifth. 

Manneh went on to win the moto 
ahead of Lewis and Matiasevich. 

When the 250s roared off the line 
and the pack was through the hectic 
first turn Davis had control of the 
lead and pulled ahead of Matiase- 
vich, Staten, Kawasaki rider Tommy 
Watts and Surratt. 


On lap two Matiasevich bobbled 
and dropped back to fifth and moved 
everyone up one place, allowing 
Honda rider Jon Nelson into the top 
five. 

At this point the tough track began 
claiming victims, first was Watts 
with a rear flat that sent him dwin- 
dling out of the top 10 by the end 
of the next lap.

, when the event's winner, Scott 
Parker, left the facility in his van. 

The folks who put this tape 
together, Dave Despain and Bob 
Lenk, have been dirt track racing 
enthusiasts for several decades. 
Despain is best known for his work 
on the now sidelined (temporarily) 
TV show, MotorWeek Illustrated, 
and for his announcing at races 
across the country.

Schultz wins, takes over 





points lead at Indy Drags

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, SEPT. 6 


David Schultz captured his third-straight 


win of the year in NHRA Pro Stock 


competition at the 33rd Annual U.S. Na- 
tionals at Indianapolis Raceway Park. In 


doing so, he took a substantial 

lead of 592 points over the 

mighty Terry Vance in the Cas- 

trol GTX Motorcycle Cham- 
pionship. 

As strange as it may seem, Vance 

is no longer at the head of the class 

in Pro Stock. The winner of 23 

NHRA events and numerous 

32 National Championships has lost 


the edge to Schultz and his ultra-trick 
Kawasaki Ninja (two on-board data 
recorders and a rare dual-plug 
head!). 

However, Vance's Bryon Hines- 
tuned Suzuki still makes all the 
horsepower in the world, but Vance 
has recently lost the consistency 
needed to go the four rounds to win 
a National. 


For example, Vance took his bike. 


to an off-the-trailer 8.11 during the 
first qualifying session. That was 
good enough for the number one 
qualifying position. The next day he 
went even quicker with an 8.07, 
which was a new NHRA National 
record. (Vance held the previous 
record at 8.09.) Reinforcing the fact 
that the bike is the strongest in the 
field is the fact that Vance equaled 
the 8.09 at the NHRA NorthStar 
Nationals two weeks before this race. 

What Schultz had going for him 
here, and at the last three races he 
has captured, is consistency. Couple 
that with the second best times 
during eliminations and Schultz had 
the advantage. 

Ironically, Schultz was actually 
struggling during elminations. He 


qualified in the number six spot with - 


an 8.13 that came in his initial effort. 
On his remaining three attempts, the 
Fort Myers, Florida, ace hit high 8- 
teens and low 8.20s. Not exactly junk 
times, but not really what was needed 


to cover.a field running personal best 


times. 

Schultz discovered that the wheelie 
bar bushings had worked loose, 
which caused the chassis to flex 
radically on the launch. He had his 
hands full controlling the bike and 


lost valuable time in the process. He 
pinpointed the problem late Sunday 
night, which permitted the good 
numbers to come back for 
eliminations. 

The great traction at Indianapolis 
Raceway Park resulted in one of the 
best fields in NHRA Pro Stock 
history. The bump of 8.42 wasn’t too 
impressive, but the fact that the top 
dozen riders hammered out career- 
best times certainly raised some 
eyebrows. 

The first round produced the 
expected winners save for two races. 
Number two qualifier Mike Keyte 
(8.10) went down in defeat to runner- 
up and Vance & Hines rider Barry 
Kogut, after Keyte’s Suzuki deve- 
loped a serious ignition miss. Addi- 
tionally, Kawasaki rider Steve John- 
son, sporting a ‘Schultz’ Ninja 
fairing on his mount, laid a holeshot 
on number three qualifier Rick Gero 
(8.12) and held on for the win, 8.24 
to Gero’s 8.18. 

A climactic Vance/Schultz meet- 
ing took place in the second round. 
In round one, Vance bogged the 
motor off the line but still had 
enough to get by Randy Mason. He 
made the same mistake here, but 
Schultz’s bike and riding were unfor- 
giving. He cranked out a personal 
best E.T. and speed at 8.11, 163.99 
to take care of Vance's off-pace 8.21, 
161.98. 

There was another story to the 
race, however. After Schultz did his 
dry hop across the line, the engine 
suddenly died. While his wife Mere- 
dith pushed him back nearly 60 feet 
to the starting line where his starter 
was located, Vance waited. Under the 
rules, Vance could have staged and 
taken a green light while Schultz was 
being pushed back. Vance’s wait was 
a noble effort, but not one that 
necessarily cost him the race, accord- 
ing to Vance. He reported that he 
was not concentrating on the engine 
rpm and didn’t have enough throttle 
for the track bite and that the wait 
had not rattled him. 

Russ Olmstead then lost a tough 
one to Kogut after he slid back on 
the seat under acceleration and, 
while fighting to pull himself for- 
ward, missed a couple of shifts in 
the middle of the run. Rick Stetson 
then ended Johnson’s day with an 
8.15 while Johnson cut the best 
number of his riding career with an 
8.20. Finally, John Mafaro lost a very 
close one to George Bryce, 8.157 to 
8.155. 

In the semi-finals, Bryce ran the 
quicker time against Kogut, but 
threw it out due to a red-light start. 
Stetson looked as 1f he was going to 
be stiff competition for Schultz in the 
other pairing, but fell off his 
previous-round 8.15 to an 8.20, 
which was no match for Schulz's 


8.13. 
Going into the final, Schultz 


certainly rated the edge. He had the 
better times over Kogut and was 
running a more consistent race. The 
only card Kogut had left to play was 
to take a quicker leave on Schultz, 
a risky move at best. Unfortunately 
it did not pay off for Kogut, as he 
left way too early, red-lighted, and 
automatically gave the win to 
Schultz, who was appearing in his 
fourth consecutive NHRA final 
round. Schultz was runner-up at the 
Cajun Nationals, and won the Sum- 
mernationals, and the NorthStar 
Nationals. 

Without the points lead, and with 
only two races left on the season, 


„Vance will be hard pressed to catch 


Schultz, especially if Schultz con- 
tinues on his hot streak. As Schultz 
has proven over the last few months, 
he is not a rider you want to have 
on your dance card. Just ask Terry 
Vance. nd

Tarres tops

Spanish teenager Jordi Tarres 
stunned defending World 
Champion Thierry Michaud 
as he came back from a nine- 


point deficit after two laps to turn 
in a stunning performance on the 
third and final 17-section lap and top 
Michaud, 89 to 96, in the Czech 
round of the series. The win by 
Terres in Ricany moved him a step 
closer to the World Championship 
title as he now leads Michaud, 162 
to 146, with but two rounds remain- 
ing in the series. 

Fantic-mounted Michaud turned 
in a first lap score of 29 and a second 
lap score of 32, as Beta-mounted 
Tarres logged laps of 30 and 40.

Faria flies at 
IMS Speedway

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT.-2. 
“I can’t believe it,” said Mike Faria 
as he took a sip of Gatorade in the 
infield of John LaDouceur's Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway. “I was going 
for the win in both mains and after 
the restart (in the Handicap main), 
I knew I had it. Then that primary 
chain broke!” 

Faria had posted the win in the 
Cycle Rider, Inc. Scratch main event 
and seconds later he was headed 
towards the checkered flag in the 
Handicap main when the primary 
chain let go and triggered a wild 
chain reaction crash. It would have 
been the first double recorded at IMS 
in 1987. 

It was a special evening at IMS as 
it was 50 years to the day that Jack 
Milne had become the first American - 
to win the World Speedway Cham- 
pionship. Milne received a mice hand 
from the fans when he posed on his 
championship bike in the infield 
with several of his competitors from 
days gone by. The fans then almost 
blew the clouds out of the sky when 
Milne, now in his early 80s, mounted 
the JAP and fired off for a lap 
around the track. 

In the Scratch main, Faria rocketed 
the STP/Shoei/Kal-Gard/Tsubaki/ 
Oilzall Jawa into the lead ahead of 
Bobby Schwartz, Steve Lucero and 
“Rad” Brad Oxley. Oxley, with a 
spectacular move, came from the 
back of the pack as the field exited 
turn two for the first time. He almost 
wrestled the lead away from Faria as 
they hit turn three but Faria main- 
tained his advanatage. 

Schwartz was using the outside 
and he got the drive as they closed 
the opening lap. He was prepared 
to go around for the lead but Faria 





»inched him into the crashwall and 
orced him to back off. Schwartz 
hung close to Faria until he wheelied 
on lap three and that gave the leader 
some breathing room which he 
maintained to the checkered flag. 
Oxley charged Schwartz and in a 
photo finish, he narrowly beat the 
defending National Champion for 
second. 

Scott Brant, the Rider of the Week, 
raced into the lead of the Handicap 
main ahead of Bart Bast and Ed 
Castro, but his lead was short-lived 
as he dropped out on the first lap. 
That turned first over to Bast who 
held onto it for a lap. Faria relieved 
him of first on the back chute on 
lap three with Oxley quickly getting 
by Bast for second. 

Oxley, riding the Coors/KLOS/ 
Cirello Racing/Quaker State/Inter- 
national Speedway Weslake, stayed 
right on Faria’s rear tire and seemed 
destined to finish second. The leader 
maintained his slim advantage until 
the back chute on lap seven when 
the primary chain let go. When he 
slowed, Oxley, with nowhere to go, 
went down. Castro couldn’t avoid 
Oxley and ran him over and then 
crashed heavily himself. The red 
came out and after a few minutes on 
his back, Oxley got up and did a little 
victory dance on the infield for the 
fans. Second was given to Bast ahead 
of Castro and Schwartz.

Fifth away was 
Roper’s teammate Marco Polo, also 
G50 mounted, but fifth turned to 
seventh by turn six as the 350 
Aermacchi of Mork Racing’s Fred 
Mork, and the 250 WCBR-Ducati of 
Mike Green shot by. 

Roper moved around Phillips 
while McLean hung back until he 
and his tires were up to temperature. 
Out of six and on up to seven, the 
Johnson/Roper duel put some dis- 
tance on Phillips, McLean and the 
two lightweight machines of Mork 
and Green. 

By turn 10, McLean was on the 
move, and by turn two had passed 
Phillips and was after the leaders. He 
then out-braked them both into turn 
seven. By lap four, Phillips was a 
lonely fourth, while Sportsman 500 
leader Dave Walden, on a T100 
Triumph, moved into fifth. A 
few scant seconds behind, another 
great race was going on between 
Mork, Green and Polo. The two 
lightweight riders held off the G50 
for some laps, but finally Polo got 
Green on the long run to seven. 

As Polo passed, Green jumped 
into the G50s’ draft, and would out- 
brake him and take the spot back 
again, following Mork's 350 down 
to 11.

Dunlop’s K591 Elite SP 
Can it make 
you a Polen?

LANCASTER, CA, AUG 31 
Probably the best tribute to the 
performance of Dunlop’s new 
K591 Elite SP DOT-approved 
high-performance motorcycle 


tire, is the winning 1987 record of 
Doug Polen. The road racer from 
Texas has been involved with the 
development of the K591 from day 
one, using the pre-production tire on 
his Suzuki GSXR750 and 1100, and 
on his Honda CB600 Hurricane. 
Polen dominated the new AMA 
Supersport class, winning all but one 
of the nine races, using the K591. 

The Dunlop Tire Corporation 
recently introduced the K591 Elite SP 
to members of the motorcycle press 
near Willow Springs International 
Raceway. The K591 was tested a day 
later by the same journalists on 
machines ranging from the Califor- 
nia Superbike School Kawasaki 600 
Ninjas to $uzukis GSXR1100. 
Reviews on the tire that will replace 
Dunlop’s 391 as the company’s entry 
in the sport bike replacement tire 
wars were solid. 

The bias-ply tire will come in two 
versions - one with race compound 
and belted construction and the other 
featuring a harder street compound 
that is unbelted. The street version 
of the K591 is basically the same tire 
as last year’s race-compound 391. 

The main difference between the 
591 and 391 is essentially in the 
profile of the tire. The 591 features 
a broader contact patch in its con- 
struction than the 391, and a lower 
profile. 

The race version of the 591 incor- 
porates a two-nylon ply sidewall and 
two fiber/two-nylon ply tread con- 
struction on the front, and a three- 
nylon ply sidewall and three-nylon/ 
three-fiber ply tread contruction on 
the rear. 

The development of the K591 
started in 1985 in Australia with New 
Zealand road racer Iain Pero doing 
most of the test riding. In the United 
States, the testing was handled 
mostly by Polen with help from 
Californian Chris Steward. 

The race version of the K591 
carries a suggested retail price of 
$147.55 and $94.90 for the rear and 
front tires, respectively, in 170/60/ 
VBV18 and 110/80/V18, the sizes 
used on Suzuki’s GSXR750. 

_ Most journalists in attendance 
agreed that the K591 offers very good 
traction and remains predictable 
after reaching the point of sliding. 

Both the race and street versions 
were used at Willow Springs. The 
race version, of course, will offer 
better tractability while the harder 
compound on the street-compound 
tire should have longer tread life. 
Both versions are now available for 
purchase. e
